witltnim, and a rebel by the name of Ful- 
ler, who formerly lived in Troy aud Ro- 
chester, Michigan, took a smile with him 
also. 
Clifford asked him if bo had been 


impressed ? He said no, he was there on 
his own will : believed he wan right, and 
expected to give us a thrashing. Of course, 
my corporal differed from him.

KENTUCKY—A WONDEMTJI, FOUTIFICA- 


TIOW.—- There are many wonderful natural 
curiosities and antiquated relics to be found 
in Kentucky'; and one of the moat remark- 
able of them is to be found in Allen county, 
on the Tennessee border, and 17 miles 
from Bowling Green, where a wall of solid 
limestone, 200 yards in length, 30 feet high, 
and SO feet at the base, and six feet wide 
at the.top, crosses n neck formed by abend 
in Drake's creek, and encloses a peninsula 
Of 200 acres, elevated 110 feet above the 
river. On the top of this natural mound 
is an area of three acres, enclosed by a wall 
and a ditcb, forming one of the strongest 
fortresses in the world. It is not improba- 
ble that the fortrines of war may cause this 
old fortification—built, it is supposed ante 
cedent to a race of men who held the coun- 
try when discovered by Europeans—to be 
occupied by a hostile forec, and made to 
play a prominent part iu this civil contest.

ble object can be made exceedingly useful, 
while they will also serve to call into action 
the patriotic and benevolent qualities with 
which our ladies are so largely endowed. — 
Not only this, but societies, gatherings or 
circles of thU kind will be useful and pleas- 
ant to those who compose them, in cultiva- 
ting sociality among themselves. A noble 
object like thu will be likely to call togeth- 
er and make acquainted with each other, 
many of kindred natures, who would not 
otherwise meet.

ble.

donations of articles necessary and conven- 
ient for camp-life,-which " the governineLt 
does not Supply."

The object of this meeting will, we have 


no doubt, commend itself to every lady in 
the city, and we hope there will be. a gener- 
al attendance at the meeting proposed. ...We 
feuow there has been a desire among the la- 
dies to do something for 'the war. 
There 


are many, 'who have more or less leisure, 
who would gladly employ themselves with 
the needle'to add to the comfort of our 
brave volunteers in the field during the ap- 
proacbing.-winler; and especially to pre- 
pare such- articles for the hospitals as are 
needed-by the sick and wounded. 


The formation of societies for this -lauda- 


ble object can .be made, exceedingly useful, 
while they will also serve to call into action 
the patriotic and benevolent qualities with 
which our ladies are so largely endowed.— 
Not only this, but societies, gatherings or 
circles of thisTsind will be useful and pleas- 
ant to those who compose them, in cultiva- 
ting sociality among themselves. A noble 
object like this will be likely to call togeth- 
er and make acquainted with each other, 
many of kindred natures, who would not 
otherwise meet. No doubt many females 
have felt that they have a duty undischarg- 
ed in relation to this war, which they would 
gladly fulfil, if they knew precisely what to 
do, and if it were rendered certain that the 
result of their laborsjvonld reach those who 
would be benefitted by vthem. We suppose 
it is the design of ,hose who have called 
this meeting to ascertain how this duty can 
be best performed, and to form some kind 
of association which shall .combine the .ef- 
forts of .many-for one purpose. 


We have seen it spggostedin some o£the 


newspapers that good heavy woolen socks 
is an article of prime necessity to a soldier, 
and that the great demand for them, makes 
it impossible for the government to supply 
a sufficient quantity. 
A needle book with 


thread, needles, buttons, &c., ;n a compact 
shape is another article much prized by the 
volunteer who is obliged to mend his own 
clothes. But perhaps the best way to find 
ont what is needed would be to enquire of 
those who have been in the service. 


The following extracts from a letter 


which we find in the Berlin Conrant, from 
Mrs. Reid of that place, who is a directress 
in a hospital at St. Loais^may suggest to 
our ladies something that they may do for 
the sick and wounded of the western army; 
and it m.ay/J)e" that aid .is more necessary 
for that point than at the east, where _there 
are so many to attend to this matter. Mrs. 
Reed says: 


Our hospital is not quite ready yet for its 


patients; and while waiting I have been 
visiting other hospitals. Yesterday I vis- 
ited one about six miles away, which is at- 
tended by " Sisters.. of Charity." It had 
three hundred and fifty patients, many of 
whom are the wounded of the battle of 
Springfield. 
They are well cared for 


now, bat suffered greatly before the'Sisters' 
came. 
To day .we.have been, to Camp Ben- 


ton. 
The sick- are suffering there; but 


provision is-being made -as fast as possi' 
ble. 


1 wish the ladies of Berlin would make 


up a box of donations and send. 
Old lin- 


en and cotton rags, parcels of dried fruit, 
canned fruits; old shirts, papers of farina, 
corn starch, bottles of domestic wine.jellies 
&c., are acceptable; while bed-shirts and 
bed-drawers, (the former large and the lat- 
ter very large-* and 'very loose with tape 
drawn into the hem at the top,) are espec- 
ially desirable. Don't say " let the govern- 
ment do it." Government has a great work- 
to do ; while government is getting ready 
to do and learning what is to be done, and 
going through with the ceremonies of law, 
we can save a great deal of suffering to 
somebody's sons, and somebody's husbands, 
and somebody's brothers, who should in 
these times be the same as our own to us.-1 


In this hospital they will be well provi- 


ded for ; but in the field hospitals, two of 
which I visited yesterday, they are suffer- 
ing for shirts, sheet?, and pillow-ticks, tow- 
els, ic., and for proper eatables. One poor 
sick man said to me : " I left a good home, 
where I had all the comforts of life ; and 
Ibis comes hard ;" he was lying on a bench 


withr.a blanket for a. pillow. Still they all 
4eenf full o^cousage—determined to'liee, to; 
;fight|and anjcious to be ajout it. 
•"';'. To-day we: are to vi'sitjthe city hospital, 
'which is fulj|of woundediandjsicfc .soldiers. 
jSbme of tlieta are\ to beibrqught ..here to- 
ihorrow ; and we e'xpect'sora^ from ''the re- 
cent battle of Lexingtou. . 


I see many sad and terrible things while 


visiting the hospitals, and my heart swells 
full, and the tears will flow in spite of oil 
efforts to suppress them ; but I have never 
felt like flinching. I can bear to witness 
the worst that can be, if I can do anything 
forjhe.'reliefrorLdomfdtt of the poor suffer- 
ers.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 


WASHINGTON, Out. 5. 


Tribune's dispatch.—Brevet Mnj. Gen. 


Wool arrived here to day and reported-to 
the secretary of war. 
The bar-room direc- 


tors of our affairs in Missouri, greeted his 
coming as the highest evidence that Gen. 
Fremont had besii superceded and would 
speedily be brought here to confront a 
court martial ; but they are grossly mis- 
aken. The facts in this case are these : 
"Gen. 
Wool was ordered here for consul- 


tation, and .Gen. Mansfield sent to take 
temporary command of Fortress Monroe, 
that being a point of too much importance 
to be left even a day, without an expe- 
rienced commander. 


.Gen. Wool this morning had an inter- 


view with tlie president, secretary of war 
and Gen.' Scott. 
No new. command has 


been assigned him nor has Gen. Mansfield 
been order to remain permanently at Fort 
Monroe. 


No cabinet decision has been arrived at 


on the Missouri question, but within forty- 
eight hours the administration will decide 
either to supply .Gen. Fremont with the re' 
inforcements, iirms and money asked for, 
or supercede him. 
If the latter, Gen. 


Wool will be ordered at once to St. Louis 
to take command; and in that caae men, 
money and arms will be sent on-. It is still 
be'ieved, however, that Gen. Fremont will 
not be superceded, unless the next newa 
from Missouri is of an unsatisfactory or 
disastrous character. 


Our troops breakfasted this morciug six 


miles beyond Alexandria, on the Fairfax 
road. 
' 


A largo detachment-went to break up a 


nest 'of 1,500 rebel cavalry, who were 
plundering Union farmers of this district, 
and turning them out of their homes. The 
mscals apprised of the expedition, got 
into their saddles at day break, just in time 
to receive the fire of our head files ; the 
wounded fell in numbers, but were thrown 
on to their horses and carried off. 


The church was used as barracks, the 


beds on the floor being yet warm. 
From 


the church, for many miles west, north and 
soutb, a reeonnoiaance was made, wh'icb 
allowed that there were uo large bodies of 
troops this side Occoquon. 
The reconnoi- 


sance was .pushed about a mile further into 
Virginia in this direction than any made 
since Bull Run. 


A despatch from General MeDowall this 


evening to Geueral McClellan, says that 
Lieut. A. J. Seigler, of Stewart's cavalry 
regiment, a rebel, has just been captured 
by the pickets of the New York 35th. 
He 


gives but little information, but says 
Jeff. 


Davis, .Beauregard, Johnson and Smith, 
late street commissioner of New York, now 
a.General in the rebel service, were at Fair- 
fax conrt-honae yesterday, reviewing the 
troops. 


Herald's special.—A report has been set 


on foot here to-night that Gen. McClellan 
was about to start to Kentucky and take 
command of that department, under the 
impression that.there is to be no occupation 
for the army on the Potomac. 
There is no 


foundation whatever for this report. 
At 


least nothing is known of such a movement 
at Gen. McClellan's headquarters. 


This afternoon a party of rebels, evident- 


ly making a reeonnoisauce on the Virginia 
side, near Great Falls, 'halted and opened 
fire upon our forces on the Maryland side 
commanded by Gen. McCall. A couple of 
Parrot guns were immediately placed in po- 
sition and about six shots from each of them 
threw the rebels into confusion, aud pat 
them:to flight before they were able to do 
any harm to our men.

Information has been received by the 


government that ;the British steamer Ber- 
muda, 250 tons burden, which was several,,

Although he had 
redoubled his effor>a to hasten the depar- 
ture of the trooptftfteprtiels Bsd,got beyond 
hia reach when heirrrrecf'at their entrench- 
ments.

Hero we are safe and Bound without loss 


of life or limb, which is something extraor- 
dinary when there are ao many traveling.— 
We did not arrive in Washington until yes- 
terday at three o'clock P. M., having been 
on the go ever sioce we left Madison. We 
arrived in Chicago at seven in the evening 
of the day we left Camp Randall; marched 
over two miles for the cars that were to 
take us oust wheu we might have reached 
tlu'tn by goiug only about eighty rods. So 
much tor tlio Hake of showing the Wiscon- 
sin boya—who would not be a badger?— 
The cars left »t two A. M. We had coffee 
icrvtsd us three times a day at different sta- 
tions. Wo reached PitUburg Monday in 
the forenoon, where we changed oars for 
llarrisburg, we had coffee, broad and butter, 
uauiwges and crackers served to u« by the 
ladnx. Theu came three cheers for the 
welfare of those that had BO well cared for 
the inner soldier. 


The route from Pittsburg to Harrisburff 


is mfat delightful, the road wending round 
and round the mountains and passing thro' 
them three times,. The regiment waa drawn 
by three trains, aud at times we could aee 
them all as we came round et bluff. 
The 


track is double and the trains are ao near 
that a person's elbow even is in danger if 
resting in the window, and auch trains and 
so many of them, are seldom, seen in Wis- 
consin, averaging from 25 to 50 cars, prin- 
cipally freight. 


At Harriaburg we were provided with 


settee cars, dilapidated at that, but they 
were the best that could be had ; we board- 
ed them nnd started, when it was found that 
aoitK- of them were unsafe, (it was then 
about £ P. M. Tuesday,) so we were order- 
ed to camp iii the open field, and down we 
bunked on the ground, without shelter, and 
slept as soundly as if oo a feather bed.— 
The Colonel stepped into a house to rest a 
few moments, when he was invited to stay 
all nigbt. 
He said his boys were on thu 


ground and he should sleep with then1, and 
he did, with n knapsack for a pillow. 
It 


waa welt we did not travel that night for 
some rebel had turned a switch on a down 
grade and left it for our destruction. 


At Bui ti wore all is quiet. 
Union flags 


fire Hying in all directions. 
We arrived 


(.bout chirk, marched about two mites and 
camped for the night iu the depot, a strong 
guard was .stationed about the building and 
our guns were loaded. We were ready to 
give a warm reception to any one who should 
disturb our rest. At 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning we left for Washington, on a train 
consisting of 44 cars. 


At the Relay House wo stopped one hour 


to see the 4th Wisconsin Regiment, station- 
ed thereto guard abridge. Abont 2 o'clock, 
in pacing around a hill, the dome of the 
capital came in view, and in a few moments 
tnoro the train was drawn up before a build 
ing erected lor the soldiers; we received out- 
rations and Juid down on the floor for thu 
night, tirci! and sleepy. 
We had slept but 


a short time when word came that we were 
to fall into line and march to the Chain 
Bridge, about nine miles distant. As much 
as wo needed rest, every man without a 
murmur, strapped his knapsack and we 
were on flic march ; wo had gono but a 
mile when wo were drawn up before a fine 
bluck ot buildings, divided into halts; each 
compauy took possession of one of them 
for the nigbt, our hearts full of gratitude to 
Col. Van Dor lor ao kindly providing for 
our wants. 


We have the praise of being tbe most or- 


derly regiment that baa passed over the 
route. 
There ia not a real rowdy among 


us. The Wisconsin regiments are fairly 
worshiped wherever they go. The Wiscon- 
sin Second goes by the namoof the " Bloody 
Second." The rebels think we are » set of 
hounds from the lower regions; it rui 
prove so as far a* fighting ia concerned, for 
we certainly shall fight when called upon to 
do ao. We fire stationed upon Pennaylva- 
nia Avenue, the Broadway of Washington.

From the Seventh Regiment. 


IVAsuiNOTOir, D. O., Sept. 30th, 1861. 


Here we are safe and sound: without loss 


of life or limb, which is something extraor- 
dinary when there are so many traveling.— 
We did not arrive in Washington until yes- 
terday at thre.e o'clock P. M., having been 
on the go ever since we left Madison. We 
arrivfid in Chicago at seven in the evening 
of the day we left Camp Randall; marched 
over two miles for the cars ; that were to 
take us east when we might have reached 
them by going only about eighty rods. So 
much for the sake of showing the Wiscon- 
sin boys—who would not be a badger?— 
The cars left at two A. M. We had cpffee 
served us three times a day at different sta- 
tions. We reached Pittsburg Monday in 
the forenoon, where we changed cars for 
Harrisburg, we had coffee, bread and butter, 
sausages and crackers served to us by the 
iadits. • Then came three cheers for the 
welfare of those that had so well cared for 
the iuner soldier. 


The route from .Pittsburg to Harriaburg 


is mj-st delightful, the road wending round 
and round the mountains and passing thro' 
them three times. The regiment was drawn 
by three trains, and at times we could see 
them all as we came round a bluff. 
The 


track is double and the trains are so near 
that a person's elbow even is in danger if 
resting in the window, and such trains and 
so many of them, are seldom seen in Wis- 
consin, averaging from 25 to 50 cars, prin- 
cipally freight. 


At Harrisburg we were provided with 


settee cars, dilapidated at that, but they 
were the best that could be had ; we board- 
ed them and started, when it was found that 
some of them were unsafe, (it was then 


bout 8 P. M. Tuesday,) so we were order- 


ed to camp in the open field, and down we 
junked on the'ground, without shelter, and 
lept as soundly as if on a feather'bed.—: 
The Colonel stepped into a house to rest a 
"evr moments, when he was invited to stay 
all night. He said' his boys were on the 
ground and he should sleep with them, and 


e did, with a knapsack for a pillow. It 


was well we did not travel that night for 
ome rebel had turned a switch on a down 
grade and Uft it for our destruction. 
; 


At Baltimore all is .quiet. Union flags 


are flying in all directions. We arrived 
s^bout dark, marched about two miles and 
camped for the night in the depot, a strong 
guard was stationed about the building and 
our guns were 'loaded. We were ready to 
give a warm reception to any one who should 
disturb our rest. At 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning we left for Washington, on a train 
consisting of 44 cars.

Edward Buger,city 
engineer, and filed in the office of the city clerk, on the 
12th day of April, A D 1861,, ii hereby established. 


SEC. 2. A sidewalk is hereby required to be~built, 6 


feet in width, of 2 by 6 inch pine plonk/nnderlald 'with 
three strips of sleepers, of 2 by 4 inch pine Scantling, in 
front of each lot numbered seventy-six (76), seventy- 
seven (77), seventy-eight (78), seventy-nine (79), eighty- 
five (85) and parcel of lot eighty-flbc (86) lying south of 
the railroad track'in Smith & Bailey's addition to Janes- 
ville. The sidewalk in front of said lots numbered 76 
and 77, in Smith & Bailey's addition, to be constructed 
with uprieht posts/4 by 4 inches, of pine, eight feet 
apart, firmly set into the ground, oh tlie eastern or but-'

KKNTCCKT—A WONDERFUL FORTIFICA- 


TION.—There are mauy wonderful natural 
curiosities and antiquated relics to be found 
in Kentucky ; and one of the most remark- 
able of them is to be found in Allen county, 
on the Tennessee border, and 17 miles 
from Bowling Green, where a wall of solid 
limestone, 200 yards in length, 30 feet high, 
and oO feet at the base, and six feet wide 
at the.top, crosses a neck formed by abend 
in Drake's creek, and encloses a peninsula 
of 200 acres, elevated 110 feet above the 
river. On the top of this natural mound 
is an area of three acres, enclosed by a wall 
and a ditch, forming one of the strongest 
fortresses in the world. It is not improba- 
ble that the fortunes of war may cauae this 
old fortification—built, it is supposed ante 
cedent to a race of men who held the coun- 
try when discovered by Europeans—to be 
occupied by a hostile force, and made to 
play a prominent part iu this civil contest. 


CHANGES IN WARFARE.—The improve- 


ments which have been made in firearms, 
both in their range and precision, have in- 
troduced corresponding changes in the 
mode of warfare. 
Formerly men were 


massed in great bodies and hurled against 
the centre of the foe. Now the practice is 
to diminish the depth of column and ac- 
celerate the advance. 
In the recent ma- 


nceuvers at Chalons, before the French 
Emperor, the line formed in order of bat- 
tle was only two deep, the purpose being to 
sxpo.se as few men as possible to the effects 
of a single bullet and the qnick movement 
to keep them the shortest possible time un- 
der fire. The movements of the soldier 
having been accelerated, some changes in 
the dress was required. Accordingly, the 
old trowsers and tight coat have been su- 
perseded, and in theii- place has been 
sub- 


stituted an easy costume, consisting of 
Zouave breeches, leathern leggings,°aiid 
white linen gaiters. 


FIELD ARTILLERY.—There are now in 


course of preparation iu New York gun- 
carriages, caissons, battery wagons and 
forges for more than two hundred ten- 
pounder and twenty-pounder Parrott guns, 
(field pieces,) which require about five 
hundred vehicles in all to fit them for the 
field. Of these, enough for one hundred 
pieces are manufactured for the government, 
eighty for the state of New York, and 
twenty-eight for the army of th& west, un- 
der Gen. Fremont.

There 
are many, Who have more or less leisure, 
who would gladly employ themselves with 
the neediest*) «dd io the comfort of our 
brave volunteers in the field during the ap- 
proaching---whiter; and especially to pre- 
pare snCh- articles for'ine hospitals as are 
needed by the sick and wounded. 


The formation of societies far. this ianda- 


ble object can be made, exceedingly useful, 
while they will also serve to call into action 
the patriotic and benevolent qualities with 
which our ladies are so largely endowed.— 
Not only this, but societies, gatherings or 
circles of this^kind will tie useful and'pleas- 
ant to those who compose them, in cultiva- 
ting sociality among themselves. A noble 
object like this will be likely to call togeth- 
er and make acquainted with each other, 
many of kindred natures, who would not 
otherwise meet. No doubt many females 
have felt that they have a duty undischarg- 
ed in relation to this war, which they would 
gladly fulfil, if they knew precisely what to 
do, and if it were rendered certain that the 
result of their laborsjwonld reach those who 
would be ben'efittejl by .them.

A needle book with 
thread, needles, buttons, &c., m a compact 
shape is another article much prized by the 
volunteer who is'obliged to mend his own 
clothes. But perhaps the best way to find 
out what is needed would be to enquire of 
those who have been in the service. 


The following extracts from a letter 


which we find in the Berlin Con rant, from 
Mrs. Eeid of that place, who is a directress 
in a hospital at St. Lonis,'may suggest to 
our ladies something that they.may do for 
the sick and wounded of the western army; 
and it n^ijrjii^Jiat aid 39 jnore necessary 
for that point than at the east, where_there 
are so m*ny to attend to this matter. Mrs.

Tribune's dispatch.—Brevet Maj. Gen. 


Wool arrived here to day and reported to 
the secretary of war. The bar-room direc- 
Lors of our affairs in Missouri, greeted his 
coming as the highest evidence that Gen. 
Fremont had been superceded and would 
speedily be brought here to confront a 
court martial; but they are grossly mis- 
:aken. The facts in this case are these : 
"Gen. Wool was ordered here for consul- 


tation, acd Gen. Mansfield sent to take 
temporary command of Fortress Monroe, 
that being a point of too much importance 
to be left even a day, without an expe- 
rienced commander. 


Gen. Wool this morning had an inter- 


view with the president, secretary of war 
arid Gen. Scotf, 
No new command has 


been assigned him nor has Gen. Mansfield 
been order to remain permanently at Fort 
Monroe. 


No cabinet decision has been arrived at 


on the Missouri question, but within forty- 
eight hours the administration will decide 
either to supply Gen. Fremont with the re- 
inforcements, arms and money asked for, 
or snpercede him. 
If the latter, Gen. 


Wool will be ordered at once to St. Louis 
to take command; and in that case men, 
money and arms will be sent on. It is still 
believed, however, that Gen. Fremont will 
not be superceded, unless the next newa 
from Missouri is of an unsatisfactory or 
disastrous character. 


Our troops breakfasted this morning six 


miles beyond Alexandria, on the Fairfax 
road.

A largo detachment went to break up a 


nest 'of 1,500 rebel cavalry, who were 
plundering Union farmers ot this district, 
and turning them out of their homes. The 
rascals apprised of the expedition, got 
into their saddles at day break, just in time 
to receive the fire of our head files ; the 
wounded fell in numbers, but were thrown 
on to their horses and carried off. 


The church was used as barracks, the 


beds on the floor being yet warm. From 
the church, for many miles west, north and 
south, a reeonnoisance was made, which 
showed that there were no large bodies of 
troops this side Occoquon.

Uavis, Beauregard, Johnson and Smith, 
late street commissioner of New York, now 
a General in the rebel service, were at Fair- 
fux court-house yesterday, reviewing the 
troops. 


Herald's special.—A report has been set 


on foot here to-night that Gen. McClellau 
was about to start to Kentucky and take 
command of that department, under the 
impression that there is to be no occupation 
for the army on the Potomac.

foundation whatever for this report.

least nothing is known of such a movement 
at Gen. McClellan's headquarters. 


This afternoon a party of rebels, evident-

ROAD MATTERS.—Things on this road are 
now in fair order. 
The trains come thro' 


in good time, and without molestation.— 
The new Platte river bridge is thought to 
be' a little shaky, but as it carries the trains 
safely it ought to be praised. Troops are 
scattered along the road, every station, al- 
most, exhibiting some of Uncle Sam'a liv- 
eried fighting mec. The largest number is 
probably at Chillicothe, the present head- 
quarters of Gen. Prentiss.

Here we are safe and sound without loss 


of life or limb, which is something extraor- 
dinary when there are so many traveling.— 
We did not arrive ia- Washington until yes- 
terday at thre.e o'clock P. 1L, having been 
on the go ever since we left Madison. We 
arrived in Chicago at seven in the evening 
of the day we ieftCampRandall; marched 
over two miles for "the cars that were to 
take us east when we might have reached 
them by going only about eighty rods. So 
much Tor the sake of showing the Wiscon- 
sin boys—who would not be a badger?— 
The cars left at two A. M. We had coffee 
served us three times a day at different sta- 
tions. We reached Pittsbnrg Monday in 
the forenoon, where we changed cars for 
Harrisburg, we had coffee, bread and butter, 
sausages and crackers served to us by the 
ladies. • Then came three cheers for the 
welfare of those that had so well cared for 
the iuner soldier. 


The route from Pittsburg to Harrisburg 


is mfst delightful, the road wending round 
and round the mountains and passing thro' 
them three times. The regiment was drawn 
by three trains, and at times' we could see 
them all as we came round a bluff. The 
track is double and the trains are so near 
that a person's elbow even is in danger if 
resting in the window, and such trains and 
so many of them, are seldom seen in Wis- 
consin, averaging from 25 to 50 cars, prin- 
cipally freight. 


At Harrisburg we were provided with 


settee cars, dilapidated at that, but they 
were the best that could be had ; we board- 
ed them and started, when it was found that 
some of them were unsafe, (it -was then 
about 8 P. M. Tuesday,) so we were order- 
ed to camp in the open field, and down we 
>unked on the ground, without shelter, and 
slept as soundly as if on a feather' bed.— 
The Colonel stepped into a house to rest a 
rew moments, when he was invited to stay 
all night. He said his boys were on the 
[round and he should sleep with them, and 
e did, with a knapsack for a pillow. It 


was well we did not travel that night for 
ome rebel had turned a switch on a down 
;rade and left it for our destruction. 


At Baltimore all is quiet. Union flags 


are flying in all directions. We arrived 
.bout dark, inarched about two miles and 
amped for the night in the depot, a strong 
guard was stationed about the building and 
or guns were loaded. We were ready to 
ive a warm reception to any one who should 
isturb our rest. At 8 o'clock yesterday 
orning we left for Washington, on a train 
onsisting of 44 cars. 
At the Eelay House we stopped one hour 


o see the 4th Wisconsin Regiment, station- 
d there to guard a bridge.

12th day of April, AD 1861, is hereby established.

three strips of sleepers, of 2 by 4 inch pine scantling, in 
front of each lot numbered seventy-six (76), sovonty- 
seven (77), seventy-eight (78), seventy-nine (79), eighty- 
five (85) and parcel of lot eighty-six (86) lying south of 
the railroad track/in Smith 4 Bailey's addition to Janes- 
ville. The sidewalk in front of said lots numbered 70 
and 77, in Smith ft Bailey's addition, to be constructed 
with nprhrht posts, 4 by 4 inches, of pine, eight feet 
apart, firmly set into the ground, on the eastern or out- 
er edge of the plank and extending three feet above the 
walk, with a railing on top of posts, 2 by 4 inches, se- 
curely fastened to each post; said posts to be let into 
the plank and fastened to sills and charred at the bottom 
to the depth set In the ground.
